Betting On Races Knocked Out. 


After a struggle, the like of which 
no man in or about the legislature has 
ever seen or expects to see again, the

Agnew-Hart 
anti-race

The bills in no way affect, so far as 
their face provisions go, the state rac- 
ing commission in particular or horse 
racing in general. 
They relate solely 
to the penalties for gambling, pool sell- 
ing and bookmaking, which, as before, 
are declared by the law to be "a public 
nuisance." 
Chapter 506 amends 
the

Over 5000 persons who are alleged 
to have been dodging their personal 
property taxes at Pittsburg, Pa., have 
been discovered and were assessed by 
the boari of tax assessment and re­ 
vision. As a result the valuation of 
personal property in Allegheny county 
subject to a tax of four mills on the 
dollar is $181.000,000. This exceeds the 
return for 1907 by about >1,000,600. 


Doctors Say She May Recover From 
Delicate Operation. 


New York, June 16.—Susan Grace, a 
negro woman, is in Roosevelt hospital 
with her heart beating in good time in 
spite of the fact that the surgeons 
have sewed it up. The hospital doc­ 
tors say she has a good chance to re­ 
cover. 


The woman was brought into the 
hospital with three bad stab wounds 
which she had received in a fight with 
another woman. 
One of the wounds 
was in the right breast, another in the 
back and the third in the left breast. 
The tissues around the heart had been 
punctured by the last stab and it look­ 
ed as though the woman was dying 
when the doctors began to operate on 
her. 


The 
most 
unusual 
operation 
oi 
stitching up the heart was performed 
by Drs. Frederick Van Croft and C. H. 
Peck. The woman went through th^ 
operation nicely, and there is no rea­ 
son, say the doctors, why she shouldn't 
recover. 


Fred Cooper, seventeen years of age, 
the last living membor of a family of 
eight persons, lies in Mercy hospital, 
at Cadillac, Mich., with just a fight­ 
ing chance for life, while the bodies 
of the other seven members of the 
family, all slain by the wife and moth­ 
er, who afterward committed suicide, 
lie in the morgue, the object of morbid 
interest by thousands of townspeople 
and farmers from the surrounding 
country. 


The tragedy in tho Cooper home was 
one that for pathos and horror has 
rarely been surpassed. 
The head of 
the family was out of work, six child­ 
ren clamored for food and raiment, and 
the mother was driven by suffering 
and discouragement to insanity. 
She 
decided to end it all. and with terriftlc 
determination carried her plan iifto 
execution. 


In each Instance tho victim was kill­ 
ed with a bullet through the head. The 
dead are Daniel Cooper, forty-eight 
years old; Mrs. Cooper, forty-two years 
old; Harry, aged fourteen; Inez, aged 
eleven; Samuel, aged ten; Georgiana, 
aged five, and Florence, aged one and 
a half years. 


Developments indicate that the craz­ 
ed mother first chloroformed the mem­ 
bers of the family before shooting 
them. There were no signs of a strug­ 
gle in any instance. 
Neither were 
there any marks, which indicates that 
the woman stood some distance away 
in firing the shots. A four-ounce chlo­ 
roform bottle was found in one of the 
rooms. 


When Mrs. Kealy, Mrs. Cooper’s 
mother, went into the Cooper home she 
found the bodies of her daughter and 
Mr. Cooper lying on the floor. 
A re 
volver lay beside Mrs. Cooper. 
Mrs. 
Kealy rushed into an adjoining room 
and there found five children lying 
dead in a pool of blood, with the sixth 
child probably fatally wounded close 
by. 
\ 


The woman had been mentally un­ 
sound ever since tho birth of liei 
youngest child, eighteen months ago. 
She wd* sane at intervals and during 
her lucid moments brooded over her 
menial condition. 


Meat Still Going Up. 


Kansas City, June 16.—The effect of 
the Kansas City flood will probably 
be felt by practically every family in 
America this week. 
It is declared 
that meat will take a jump of from 
three to five cents as a result of the 
inability of the packing companies 
here to operate their slaughter houses. 
All the packing houses are flooded and 
it will be impossible to kill any more 
fresh beef for several days. All the 
dealers who are supplied from this 
city will have to rely on the present 
stock in cold storage and on what can 
be shipped here from other cities. 


Cruiser Maryland Fastest U. S. Ship. 


Washington, June 16.—The armored 
cruiser Maryland is the fastest war­ 
ship of the United States navy. Rear 
Admiral Dayton, who is in command

Betting On Races Knocked Out. 


After a struggle, the like of which 
no man in or about the legislature has 
ever seen or expects to see again, the 
famous Agnew-Hart anti-race track 
gambling bills are now laws of the 
state of New York. 


The bills in no way afreet, so far as 
their face provisions go, the state rac 
ing commission in particular or horse 
racing in general. 
They relate solely 
to the penalties for gambling, pool sell­ 
ing and bookmaking, which, as before, 
are declared by the law to be °a public 
nuisance.'* Chapter 506 amends the 
racing law by repealing that provision 
under which an exclusive penalty of 
simply recovering at civil suit of the 
amount wagered was incurred, which 
has applied to gambling within a race 
track enclosure, thus exempting such 
gambling from the penalties operative 
elsewhere in the state, and it also pro­ 
vides that this general penalty shall 
bo "imprisonment in the county Jail oi 
penitentiary for a period of not more 
than one year," without alternative of 
fine.

JAPS PIRATE TRADE MARK. 


None of Our Protective 
Labels Safe 


From These Oriental Imitators. 


The Japanese government is now ful- 


ly alive to the urgent necessity of 
remedying the abuses which at present 
flourish in connection with the piracy 
and speculative registration of patents 
and trade marks, and conventions be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
and Japan and Great Britain covering 
patents and trade marks are to be sign- 
ed shortly. 


It is the custom of Japanese mer- 


chants, for instance, to place on the 
market a brand of home made whiskey 
in bottles bearing a label almost ex- 
actly similar to those used by well- 
known foreign distilling firms. The 
Japanese label will differ 
from the 


foreign label in some inconsequential 
particular discernable only 
through 


close comparison. Other commodities 
which seem to be the natural prey of 
the trade mark pirate are table sauces, 
toilet articles, stationery, cigarettes, 
etc. 


One point which cannot 
be 
too 


;trongly impressed upon 
American 


commercial men is that, under Japan- 
ese law, priority of registration of a 
trade mark is everything. In other 
words, any Japanese can imitate any 
foreign or Japanese trade mark in the 
world, and the patent office will not re- 
fuse him registration so long as the j 
forged trade mark is not already reg- 
istered in Japan. 


The natural result of this provision 


is that many Japanese register on the 
cbar.se of being able some time or 
other to secure money for the surren- 
der of this prior right. 


The Japanese authorities, however, 


are beginning to realize that the pres- 
ent trade mark law is alike injurious to 
foreigners and Japanese. With refer- 
ence, for example to the grand expcsi- ^ 
tion of IC'12, preparations for which j 
are now under way. it is felt that, any 
suspicion of danger to the patent inJ 
•rc/le mark lights of foreign exhibi- 
tors would prove fatal to the pros- 
pects of the ".ndartaking.

Racing the Cause of 


Gambling 


By John Gitmer Speed. 
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HE interest in horse racing is felt by a great variety of peo- 
ple, while the practice is as old as civilization. It has al- 
ways been regarded primarily as a sport, and it is generally 
so looked upon today. But in New York the laws that have 
been enacted to regulate it put the question of sport in the 
background, and declare that its encouragement is "for the 
purpose of raising and breeding and improving the breed of 
horses." This quotation is taken from the first section of 
chapter 570 of the laws of 1895. This statute is popularly 


known as the Percy-Gray law, and it establishes a state racing commission and 
regulates the methods of race meetings within the state. By this law, and 
under the decisions of the courts interpreting it, gambling. thou£h distinctly 
forbidden, is made permissive. Without such a legal paradox there could be 
no bookmaking on the race courses; without book making, which enables 
those who attend the races to bet on the results, the breeder of horses, the 
owners of racing stables and the proprietors of race courses, are all agreed 
that the sport, as conducted at present and for many years past, could not 
exist. 


Granting this fact, the easy conclusion is that horse racing is conducted 


for the sake of the gambling, and that the horses are used merely as part of 
the gambling machinery—as a roulette wheel, for instance. The daily news- 
papers, which give columns and pages day in and day out to the reports of 
the races, strengthen this easy conclusion. Much more space is given and 
much more emphasis laid upon the doings of the ''betting ring" than upon the 
performance of the horses that furnish the sport. The reporters, with great 
industry and immense exaggeration, tell of the great wagers won and lost; 
and the conversion of a "shoe-string into a bank roll" is evidently regarded as 
a greater achievement than breeding or training a stanch race horse or riding 
it to a well-earned victory. 


This conclusion is easy, but it is not fair. Gambling is the great handicap 


to racing-—indeed, it is not too strong to say that gambling is the curse of rac- 
ing; but racing is a cause of gambling rather than the desire «o gamble is the 
cause of racing.—From "The Century,

The average citizen, too busy or too 


Indifferent to regard deiaiif which do 
not ceme under his immediate obser- 
vation, is apt to cherish the delusion 
that the cost of maintaining the Po- 
lice Department, the criminal courts, 
prison and reformatory institutions, 
represents the cost of crime to the 
community. 
As a matter of fact, as 


he begins dimly to realize when he 
takes stock of his missing valuables 
the morning after a successful raid on 
his cozy flat, they are only a few of 
the items which enter into the -cost of 
crime. 
One of the first to be brought 


to his attention after his own direct 
personal loss will be the District-At- 
torney's office, which, with its many 
assistants and elaborate machinery 
for bringing the criminal to justice, 
adds nearly half a million a year to 
the ccst cf crime to the city of New- 
York. 
The figures for 1907 were 


5424,180, which should be added to 
the $13,849,841 appropriated for the 
maintenance of the Police Depart- 
ment.- 
Besides these more conspicuous 


items, it has been pointed out by Eu- 
gene Smith, who made an exhaustive 
study of the subject for the Interna- 
tional Prison Congress a few years 
ago, that there is hardly any item of 
public expenditure that is not directly 
or indirectly enlarged by reason of 
the existence of crime that would not 
be diminished if crime would be erad- 
icated. Existing methods of record- 
ing such expenditures afford inade- 
quate means of ascertaining exactly 
what proportion is chargeable to 
crime. 
It would be impossible to 


say. for instance, -what proportion of 
the time of our State legislators and 
officials is devoted to the preparation 
of penal statutes, the erection and 
regulation of penal institutions and ap- 
propriations for their maintenance. 
In the same way the executive depart- 
ment of the State government, which 
is charged with the enforcement of 
•the law and listens to appeal from its 
judgments, is brought into almost 
continuous contact with crime. 
Sev- 


eral cf our courts have both criminal 
and civil jurisdiction. 


The criminal business makes vastly 


greater drafts upon the public treas- 
ury, however, for the reason that in 
civil cases costs and counsel tees are 
borne by the parties at issue, while 
in criminal cases all charges and 
fees, frequently including fees for th" _ 
prisoner's attorney, are a matter of 
public expense. Three great murder 
trials of recent years—those of Mol- 
ineux, Patrick and Harry K. Thaw 
—added several hundred thousand 
•dollars each to the total figures of the 
cost of crime to New York. 


The military expenses of the State 


are another item a proportion of 
which is manifestly "chargeable to the 
cost of crime, since the chief value of 
the National Guard in times of peace 
is as a standing menace to evil-doers. 
Even the regular army is sometimes 
called upcn to perform police duty. 
Pennsylvania, Montana, Colorado, Ne- 
vada and some of tire other Western 
States have had experience of this 
within recent years. 


The inmates of almshouses, asy- 


lums and similar institutions number 
approximately 300,000 fcr the country 
at large, one-fifth of which are sup- 
ported by private charity, the other 
four-fifths at a public expense 
of 


nearly §50,000,000 annually. Crime 


. more than all other causes combined

To formulate anything more than 


an approximate estimate of the cos: 
of crime to the country at large 
would, of course, be a task almost im- 
possible of accomplishment, for the 
reason that in country districts rec- 
ords are much more imperfectly kept, 
while the proportionate cost of crime 
is undoubtedly higher. 
The cost of 


crime included in taxation in New 
York City is about $6 per capita of 
populaticn, the highest in the country. 
In San Francisco it is estimated at 
about $5. and other cities from $4 to 
?4.50. 


It is probably well within the limits 


of safety to say that the total direct 
cost of crime to the country at large 
is about $800,000.000 or $700,000.000 
annually. Criminal losses by fire last 
year totalled about §100,000.000. while 
the loss of wages of some 250,000 pris- 
oners in State, city and county jails 
and nrisons amounted to something 
over ?50,000,000. 
There are at the- 


pressn time about 100,000 criminals 
confined in the State prisons of the 
country, and it is estimated that from 
five to ten times as many more are 
successful in eluding the law. From 
statistics presented to the Prison As- 
sociation of New York some years ago 
it has been ascertained that persons-

engine and propelled by a spiked 
wheel which caught in the ice. He 
built several sleighs, but did not suc- 
ceed in getting one that operated sat- 
isfactorily. This season he tock his 
sleigh to a gas engine works and had 
a two horse-power gasoline engine 
built with a pair of friction clutches, 
to operate on the same plan as an. 
automobile, with a spiked wheel which- 
was fitted so that it would rise cr 
faJl when going over rough ice or 
snow. 


The sleigh is a common fisherman's 


sleigh, with the engine attachment, 
but it has been run at a speed ranging 
from ten to fifteen miles an. hour with 
perfect ease.

Gambling the Curse of 


JAPS PIRATE TRADE MARK. 


None of Our Protective 
Labels Safe 
From These Oriental Imitators. 


The Japanese government is now ful­ 
ly alive to the urgent necessity of 
remedying the abuses which at present 
flourish in connection with the piracy 
and speculative registration of patents 
and trade marks, and conventions be­ 
tween Japan and the United States 
and Japan and Great Britain covering 
patents and trade marks are to be sign­ 
ed shortly. 


It is the custom of Japanese mer­ 
chants, for instance, to place on the 
market a brand of home made whiskey 
in bottles bearing a label almost ex­ 
actly similar to those used by well- 
known foreign distilling firms. 
The 
Japanese 
label will differ from the 
foreign label in some inconsequential 
particular discernable only 
through 
close comparison. 
Other commodities 
which seem to be the natural prey of 
the trade mark pirate are table sauces, 
toilet articles, stationery, cigarettes, 
etc. 


One point which cannot 
be 
too 
strongly impressed upon 
American 
commercial men is that, under Japan­ 
ese law, priority of registration of a 
trade mark is everything. 
In other 
words, any Japanese can imitate any 
foreign or Japanese trade mark in the 
world, and the patent ofiice will not re­ 
fuse him registration so long as the 
forged trade mark is not already reg­ 
istered in Japan, 


The natural result of this provision 
is that many Japanese register on the 
change of being able some time or 
other to secure money for the surren­ 
der of this prior right, 


The Japanese authorities, however, 
are beginning to realize that the pres­ 
ent trade mark law is alike injurious to 
foreigners and Japanese. 
With refer­ 
ence, for example to the grand exposi­ 
tion of 1912, preparations for which 
are now under way, it is felt that any 
suspicion of danger to the patent dnd 
trade mark rights of foreign exhibi­ 
tors would prove fatal to the pros­ 
pects of the undertaking. A bill pro­ 
viding for the efficient protection of 
all foreign exhibits has already passed 
the Diet, and the good faith of .the 
government in promoting this measure 
cannot be doubted.—Tokio correspon­ 
dence of the ^ew York American.

Racing the Cause of 
Gambling 


By Jo h n Gilmer Speed. 


HE interest in horse racing is felt by a great variety of peo­ 
ple, while the practice is as old as civilization. It has al­ 
ways been regarded primarily as a sport, and it is generally 
so looked upon today. But in New York the laws that have 
been enacted to regulate it put the question of sport in the 
background, and declare that its encouragement is "for the 
purpose of raising and breeding and improving the breed of 
horses.” This quotation is taken from the first section of 
chapter 570 of the laws of 1895. This statute is popularly 
known as the Percy-Gray law, and it establishes a state racing commission and 
regulates the methods of race meetings within the state. By this law, and 
under the decisions of the courts interpreting it, gambling, tbousrh distinctly 
forbidden, is made permissive. Without such a legal paradox there could be 
no bookmaking on the race courses; 
without book making, which enables 
those who attend the races to bet on the results, the breeder of horses, the 
owners of racing stables and the proprietors of race courses, are all agreed 
that the sport, as conducted at present and for many years past, could not 
exist. 


Granting this fact, the easy conclusion is that horse racing Is conducted 
for the sake of the gambling, and that the horses are used merely as part of 
the gambling machinery—as a roulette wheel, for instance. The daily news­ 
papers, which give columns and pages day in and day out to the reports of 
the races, strengthen this easy conclusion. Much more space is given and 
much more emphasis laid upon the doings of the "betting ring” than upon the 
performance of the horses that furnish the sport. The reporters, with great 
industry and immense exaggeration, tell of the great wagers won and lost; 
and the conversion of a "shoe-string into a bank roll" i& evidently regarded as 
a greater achievement than breeding or training a stanch race horse or riding 
It to a well-earned victory. 


This conclusion is easy, but it is not fair. Gambling is the great handicap 
to racing—indeed, it is not too strong to say that gambling is the curse of rac­ 
ing; but racing is a cause of gambling rather than the desire to eamble is the 
cause of racing.—From The Century,

An Estimate of Over $35,000,* 
000 Every Year for New York 
City Alone, While the Coun* 
try as a Whole Suffers an An­ 
nual Loss of Fully $600,000,* 
000 From Weak and Vicious 
Inhabitants* 


The most accurate statistics obtain­ 
able show that crime and the result? 
of crime entail upon the city of New 
York an annual expenditure sufficient 
to build a new subway every year. 
Last year, for example, the items of 
expenditure fairly chargeable to this 
cause alone reached a total of $35,- 
562,133.24, an amount sufficient to de­ 
fray the cost of the Fourth Avenue 
Subway for which some Brooklynite« 
are clamoring so insistently, 
and 
leave something like $10,000,000 or 
$12,000,000 over to be applied to other 
needed Improvements. State, county 
and city authorities in the State, out­ 
side of Greater New York, spent $42,* 
605,473 for the prevention, detection 
and punishment of crime. 


The average citizen, too busy or too 
indifferent to regard detail^ which do 
not come under his immediate obser­ 
vation, Is apt to cherish the delusion 
that the cost of maintaining the Po­ 
lice Department, the criminal courts, 
prison and reformatory institutions, 
represents the cost of crime to the 
community. 
As a matter of fact, as 
he begins dimly to realize when he 
takes stock of bis missing valuables 
the morning after a successful raid on 
his cozy flat, they are only a few of 
the Items which enter into the cost of 
crime. 
One of the first to be brought 
to his attention after his own direct 
personal loss will be the District-At- 
torney’s office, whioh, with its many 
assistants and elaborate machinery 
for bringing the criminal to justice, 
adds nearly half a million a year to 
the cost of crime to the city of New 
York. 
The figures for 1907 were 
$424,180, which should be added to 
the $13,849,841 appropriated for the 
maintenance of the 
Police Depart­ 
ment.* 


Besides 
these more 
conspicuous 
items, it has been pointed out by Eu­ 
gene Smith, who made an exhaustive 
study of the subject for the Interna­ 
tional Prison Congress a few years 
ago, that there is hardly any Item of 
public expenditure that is not directly 
or indirectly enlarged by reason of 
the existence of crime that would not 
be diminished if crime would be erad­ 
icated. 
Existing methods of record­ 
ing such expenditures afford inade­ 
quate means of ascertaining exactly 
what proportion 
is 
chargeable 
to 
crime. 
It would be impossible to 
say, for instance, .what proportion of 
the time of our State legislators and 
officials is devoted to the preparation 
of penal statutes, the erection and 
regulation of penal institutions and ap­ 
propriations for 
their maintenance. 
In the same way the executive depart­ 
ment of the State government, which 
is charged with the enforcement of 
the law and listens to appeal from its 
judgments, is brought into 
almost 
continuous contact with crime. 
Sev­ 
eral of our courts have both criminal 
and civil jurisdiction. 


The criminal business makes vastly 
greater drafts upon the public treas­ 
ury, however, for the reason that in 
civil cases costs and counsel fees are 
borne by the parties at issue, while 
in criminal cases all charges and 
fees, frequently including fees for th*- 
prisoner’s attorney, are a matter of 
public expense. 
Three great murder 
trials of recent years«—those of Mol- 
ineux, Patrick and Harry K. Thaw 
—added several 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars each to the total figures of the 
cost of crime to New York. 


The military expenses of the State 
are another item 
a proportion 
o.f 
which is manifestly ‘chargeable to the 
cost of crime, since the chief value of 
the National Guard in times of peace 
is as a standing menace to evil-doers. 
Even the regular anmy Is sometimes 
called upon to perform police duty. 
Pennsylvania, Montana, Colorado, Ne­ 
vada and some of the other Western 
States have had experience of this 
within recent years. 


The inmates of almshouses, asy­ 
lums and similar institutions number 
approximately 300,000 for the country 
at large, one-fifth of which are sup­ 
ported by private charity, the other

In the total estimate should 
also be included 10 percent. of the 
intere&t on the public debt and 10 
per cent, of the redemption fund.

Recent outbreaks of Black Hand 
and other crimes of violence anions 
aliens have induced a popular belief 
that this class constitutes the larger 
part 
of 
our 
criminal 
population. 
Doubtless this belief has arisen from 
the spectacular display with which 
certain bands of organized alien crim­ 
inals surround their work, for the 
facts are less alarming when consid­ 
ered in the light of additional infor­ 
mation. On June 30, 1904, the date to 
which a census of the prison popula* 
tlon of the United Stafe3 was com­ 
piled as a supplement to the last com­ 
plete census of the country, the per­ 
sons regarded as inmates of prisons 
numbered 81,772. Of this number only 
12,945, or 15.8 per cent, of the whole, 
were of foreign birth, while the for­ 
eign horn percentage of total popula­ 
tion was 19.5. 


That there is an increasing ten­ 
dency to crime among aliens, in this 
State at least, was pointed out by 
Commodore A. V. Wadhams, of the 
State Board of Parole, who stated 
a recent meeting of the National Lift* 
eral Immigration League that in 1906 
they formed 33 per cent, of the prison, 
population of the State, having in­ 
creased toy about 13 per cent, since' 
1900. Within the past year there has 
been a further increase to 46 per 
cent. 


To formulate anything more than 
an approximate estimate of the cost 
of crime to the country at large 
would, of course, be a task almost Im­ 
possible of accomplishment, for the 
reason that in country districts rec­ 
ords are much more imperfectly kept, 
while the proportionate cost of crime 
is undoubtedly higher. 
The cost of 
crime included In taxation in New 
York City is about $6 per capita of 
population, the highest in the country. 
In San Francisco it is estimated at 
about $5, and other cities from $4 to 
$4.50. 


It is probably well within the limits 
of safety to say that the total direct 
cost of crime to the country at large 
is about $600,000,000 or $700,000,000 
annually. Criminal losses by fire last 
year totalled about $100,000,000, while- 
the loss of wages of some 250,000 pris­ 
oners in State, city and county jails 
and prisons amounted to something 
over $50,000,000. 
There are at the- 
presen time about 100,000 criminals 
confined in the State prisons of the 
country, and it is estimated that from 
five to ten times as many more are 
successful in eluding the law. 
From 
statistics presented to the Prison As­ 
sociation of New York some years ago 
it has been ascertained that persons 
who follow crime as a business rea­ 
lize 
from 
spoliation 
of 
the 
public $1,600 each per annum. When 
it is considered that the receivers of 
stolen goods get the lion’s share of 
the profit, some idea is obtained of 
how great the cost to the community 
really is.—New York World. 


To Fish From Motor Car Sleigh. 
Three years ago •Capt. Halgren con­ 
ceived the idea of a sleigh run by an 
engine and propelled by a spiked 
wheel which caught in the ice. 
He 
built several sleighs, but did not suc­ 
ceed in getting one that operated sat­ 
isfactorily. 
This season he took his 
sleigh to a gas engine works and had 
a two horse-power gasoline engine 
built with a pair of friction clutches, 
to operate on the same -plan as an 
automobile, with a spiked wheel which 
was fitted so that it would rise or 
fall when going over rough ice or 
snow. 


The sleigh is a common fisherman’s 
sleigh, with the engine attachment, 
but it has been run at a speed ranging 
from ten to fifteen miles an hour with 
perfect ease.

As some readers will remember, 
1850 was one of the years of the gold­ 
en era of American whaling,as well as 
one of the era of gold in California. 
Hundreds of American whalers were 
to be found every year in the Pacific, 
and after the discovery of gold in Cal­ 
ifornia and a few of the whale ships 
went to California where the crews, 
from captains to cooks, went ashore 
and hurried off to the diggings. 


Driven Back by Hunger. 


Inevitably, most of these deserters 
failed to “strike it rich” at the mines. 
and_ were driven sometimes by star­ 
vation, back to 
the beach. 
There 
they heard the stories of the migrating 
wiiales, and began to make observa­ 
tion^ for 
themselves. 
Taey 
even 
counted the schools that appeared at 
certain points, and according to pub­ 
lished statements made by some who 
were considered trustworthy in such 
matters, they saw from the shore, be­ 
tween the 15th of December and the 
^Ist of February, 
a thousand gray 
whales, on the average, every day. 


The south-bound migrators appear­ 
ed as early as December 1, but the 
schools were few in number and wide­ 
ly scattered before the middle of the 
month. On the whole, it was estimat­ 
ed that during the early years of the 
migration not far from 50,000 whales 
passed south within view of the coast 
of California; and at the same time 
other uncounted thousands were pass­ 
ing further out to sea. 
The number 
seen going north after February was 
much smaller, because at that season 
the schools commonly avoided the* in­ 
shore waters. 


Beginning in a desultory way, somd 
of the whalemen went hunting these 
wnales, and found that, though small­ 
er than humpbacks and right whales, 
they yielded oil of good quality and in 
sufficient quantity to make it wortn 
while to pursue 
them. 
Thereupon 
several more whaling stations were es­ 
tablished, the first at Monterey in 
1851, 
The 
captains 
of 
whaleships 
that came to the coast also learned 
about or saw the migrators. The cap­ 
tains naturally 
followed 
down 
the 
beach, and on arriving off the differ­ 
ent bays on the Mexican coast found 
that the male gray whales were herd­ 
ing in “pods” just off the entrances to 
the sheltered waters, while the fe­ 
males were all inside, having gone 
there to bring forth their young. 


But whales yielded from twenty to 
twenty-five barrels of oil, while the 
yield from the cows was as much as 
forty barrels, and more 
than 
sixty 
was sometimes obtained. 
Because of 
this difference, the whaler captains 
steered their ships into the uncharted 
bays, cast anchor, lowered away, and 
without a single shift of position filled 
their ships with oil from the slaught­ 
ered females. 


Killing Not an Easy Task. 


The work of killing California gray 
whales while ’the fishery lasted had 
same peculiar features, the shore sta­ 
tions being of special interest. 
Thus 
the whalers began, of course, with the 
tools to which they were accustomed. 
The boats adopted at the first shore 
stations were purchased from whale­ 
ships having outfits to spare, and so 
were the harpoons, etc. 
In a boat 
that was pulled by four oars and that 
carried a man at the bow, ready to 
throw a harpoon, with another at the 
stern handling the steering oar, the 
whalemen rowed away merrily to at­ 
tack this new kind of whale. 
The 
whales were so fearless when bound 


been inflicted with the stone and iv­ 
ory weapons of the Eskimo and other 
Indians; and many

weapons were cut from the blubber of 
the whales that were saved. 


American 
whalemen 
had 
shown 
themselves to be among the most con­ 
servative of any class of workmen in 
the country, but when they had fully 
comprehended the danger in the gray 
whale fishery they 
began

around for some new-fangled notion 
that would make their pursuit less 
dangerous. 
The darting gun now in 
use in the Arctic fishery had not been 
invented at that time, but the whalers 
from the Scotch ports used a harpoon- 
throwing gun, that was so big and 
heavy it had to be 
mounted 
on 
a 
swivel 
-This gun had been useful 
along the Arctic ice 
because 
of its 
range. 
The Greenland whales were 
so shy that it was difficult to get with­ 
in hand-throwing range. 
While the 
gray whale was comparatively easy 
to approach, what its hunters wanted 
was a method of striking that would 
enable them to keep out of range of 
its ready tail, and the British 
gun 
proved just the thing. 


The barrel of this gun as described 
by the maker was three feet long and 
the bore had a diameter of an inch 
and a half. The projectile was a two- 
barb harpoon of 
steel-pointed 
iron 
that was inserted, butt first, in the 
muzzle of the gun. The shank of the 
harpoon was slotted, and in the slot 
was a ring to which the harpoon line 
was attached. 
The charge of powder 
used in the Greenland fishery was six 
drams. 
The lock was 
of 
the 
old 
hammer style, enclosed in a brass 
box that usually protected it from the 
spray. 
The trigger was pulled by 
means of a cord. 
The weight of the 
gun was seventy pounds. 
When this 
gun was fired, the harpoon flew, point 
first, dragging the line behind it, to a 
range of forty yards. 


Special Harpoon Adopted. 


In adopting this style of gun the 
California whalers made a harpoon of 
their own. 
Instead of two barbs it 
had only one, and this one was made 
in a separate piece which was affixed 
to the shank of the harpoon in such 
a way that when fired from the gun 
the barb lay close beside the head of 
the shank. 
After it had entered the 
whale, 
however, and a 
strain 
was 
brought on the line, the barb turned 
around the end of the shank, form­ 
ing a cross like a T. It was thus firm­ 
ly anchored in the whale. The charge 
of powder used in California was four­ 
teen drams, 
The line was made of 
manila fibre, as soft as silk. 


Having a gun that would throw a 
harpoon to a range of forty yards, the 
whalemen had space enough between 
their boat and the agile gray whale to 
enable them to dodge—usually—and 
thus they found time for using the 
deadly shoulder gun. 


The Pacific Coast fishery was pecu­ 
liar in the ferocious character of the 
whales that were most numerous, and 
in the use of these swivel guns. 
No­ 
where else in the United States have 
such guns become fashionable. 
An­ 
other peculiarity in the fishery at the 
shore station was found in the fact 
that the crews in most cases were 
partners and not employes of ono 
man or company, or, rather it should 
be said that they were at once own­ 
ers and employes. 


When a whale was “saved” each 
man received a “lay” in proportion to 
the "work he had done. Thus the men 
who pulled the oars received a “lay*' 


the whale with the harpoon had from 
one-sixteenth to one-twentieth. 
It is 
to be noted that the harpoon throwers 
who used the bomb-throwing guns, or 
the hand lance when fast to a whale 
that did not fight. 


In the ordinary whale fishery, the 
harpoon thrower, 
after 
fastening a 
whale to a boat went aft and allowed 
the man at the steering car—always 
one of the mates of the ship—to go 
forward and finish the killing. 
The 
members of the shore-station 
crew, 
having once drawn their “lays*1 pro­ 
ceeded to divido what remained, ac­ 
cording to the shares that each owned 
in the outfit. 
Still another interest­ 
ing peculiarity of the shore stations 
was the presence of a Chinaman, who 
was usually a cook and received for 
his^pay the sinews of the whale taken. 


Another Curious Weapon. 


A curious weapon that was invent­ 
ed for the use of the shore whalemen 
was a 
harpoon-carrying rocket. 
A 
harpoon was fitted to the head of the 
rocket, 
A gun barrel 
of 
the 
kind 
commonly used to 
fire bombs 
into 
whales was also fitted to it. By means 
of a curiously arranged trigger this 
gun barrel fired a bomb into the whale 
as soon as the harpoon had pierced it. 
Tests on the beach showed that the 
rocket had a range of 120 yards, but 
for some reason (presumably because 
it was less convenient and less accur­ 
ate than a swivel gun), it was never 
poular with the whalemen. 


.Of course in this fishery, as in the 
others, the adoption of improved wea­ 
pons did but shorten the life of the 
industry. 
No record was ever made 
of the number of whales killed in Mag­ 
dalena Bay and on the other breeding 
grounus off the coast of Mexico, but 
it has been authoritatively estimated 
that at the shore stations at least 10,- 
S00 whales were taken in the course 
of twenty years after the first one was 
established. If one considers the num­ 
ber known to haunt the coast during 
the migrations, the annual kill was 
seemingly insignificant; 
that is, 
it 
might seem so, at first thought, for on I 
the average the number was less than 
1 per cent of the migrants. 


But this usual toll, 
together with 
the slaughter on the breeding grounds, 
was more than enough to destroy the 
balance of nature. Indeed, it is like­ 
ly that the annual increase was 
no 
more than enough to 
preserve 
the * 
numbers of the schools in the pres­ 
ence of the natural causes of death, 
before the whalemen began the slaugh­ 
ter, and that the 
invasion 
of 
the 
breeding grounds was of itself enough 
to exterminate the race. 


That the race was not destroyed 
was due to the depression in the oil 
market. 
The gray 
whales did 
not 
yield valuable bone, and as the price 
of oil fell frafter kerosene came into 
use), the Americans abandoned the 
fishery, leaving it to men from the 
Azores, who were content as long as 
they were able to secure a score or 
so of whales of various kinds in the 
course of a year.—From the New York 
Evening Post.

CARGO STEAMER’S NOVEL RIG. 


As Well As Heads

TRUST that more and more our people will see to it that the 
schools train toward and not away from the farm and the work­ 
shop.

Fitted with Four Derrick IVIasts Set 


in Pairs Ranging Athwartships. 
There appeared in the East River 
the other day a steamer having four 
masts which were set not ranging fore 
and aft in line amidships, as masts 
commonly are but in pairs, one pair 
forward and the other aft, and with 
tho pairs as thus set ranging athwart­ 
ships, making a strange looking rig. 
But a closer view showed these masts 
to be derrick 
masts such as 
many 
steamers carry, only differently plac­ 
ed. 


This steamer was 
the Norwegian 
tramp Pollux, 
a vessel 257 feet in 
length and 
of a cargo capacity 
of 
about 2000 tons. For a vessel of her 
size she has unusually large hatches, 
designed to take in engines or ma­ 
chinery or other large pieces of freight 
She has one such hatch aft and anoth­ 
er forward, and forward.of the latter 
another smaller hatch. 


The after pair of derrick masts rise 
from the two forward corners of the 
big forward hatch, and between that 
and the hatch further forward. The 
masts are supported by stays running 
down from the mastheads of each pair 
to the sides of the vessel, and each 
pair to the sides of the vessel, and 
each pair as a brace running across 
from masthead to masthead. 


Up the inboard side of each must 
are set step irons by which the mast­ 
head can be 
reached. The masts, 
which are sixty-five feet in height, and 
their booms are all of steel. There 
is an independent 
winch for 
each 
mast, 


Steamers with their derrick masts 
so placed are 
rare. The owners of 
this vessel, which is about three years 
old, have another steamer of the same 
dimensions, built at the same time and 
similarly rigged, this sister ship being 
now trading in Chinese waters. An 
officer of the Pollux said that there 
are two larger steamers of recent con­ 
struction, one a Swedish and the oth­ 
er a German vessel, each having -sev- 
en or eight derrick masts, which are 
not stepped 
in line amidships, 
but 
ranging in two lines neartr the sides.

JAPS PIRATE TRADE MARK. 


None of Our 
Protective 
Labels Safo 
From These Oriental Imitators. 


The Japanese government Is now ful- 
ly alive to the urgent necessity of 
remedying the abuses which at present 
flourish in connection with the piracy 
and speculative registration of patents 
and trade marks, and conventions be- 
tween Japan and the United 
States 
and Japan and Great Britain covering 
patents and trade marks are to be sign- 
ed shortly. 


It Is the custom of Japanese mer- 
chants, for Instance, to place on the 
market a brand of home made whiskey 
In bottles bearing a label almost ex- 
actly similar to those used by well- 
known foreign distilling 
firms. 
The 
Japanese 
label will differ 
fi'om the 
foreign label in some Inconsequential 
particular discernable 
only 
through 
close comparison. 
Other commodities 
which seem to be the natural prey of 
the trade mark pirate are table sauces, 
toilet articles, statiourî-y, cigarettes, 
etc. 


One point which cannot 
be 
too 
strongly impressed upon 
American 
commercial men is that, under Japan- 
ese law, priority of registration of 
a 
trade mark Ib everything. 
In other 
words, any Japanese can imitate any 
foreign or Japanese trade mark in the 
world, and the patent oflice will not re- 
fuse him registration so long as the 
forged trade mark is not already reg- 
istered in Japan, 


The natural result of this provision 
is that many Japanese register on the 
change of being able some time or 
other to secure money for the surren- 
der of this prior right. 


The Japanese authorities, however, 
are beginning to realise that the pres- 
ent trade mark law is alike injurious to 
foreigners and Japanese. 
With refer- 
ence, for example to the grand exposi- 
tion of 1912, preparations for which 
are now under way, it is fejt that any 
suspicion of danger to the patent ànd 
trade mark rights of foreign exhibi- 
tors would prove fatal to the pros- 
pects of the undertaking. 
A bill pro- 
dding for the eflldeut protection of 
all foreign exhibits has already passed 
the Blet, and the gfiod faith of.the 
government in promoting this measure 
cannot be doubted.—Tokio correspon- 
dence of the ^!ew York American.

HE interest in horse racing is felt by a great variety of peo- 
ple, while the practice Is as old as civilization. 
It has al- 
ways been regarded primarily as a sport, and it is generally 
so looked upon today. 
But in New York the laws that have 
been enacted to regulate it put the question of sport in the 
background, and declare that its encouragement is "for the 
purpose of raising and breeding and improving the breed of 
horses." 
This quotation is taken from the first section of 
chapter 570 of the laws of 1895. This statute is popularly 
known as the Percy-Gray law, and it establishes a state racing commission and 
regulates the methods of race meetings within the state. 
By this law, and 
under the decisions of the courts Interpreting it, gambliuii. thousrh distinctly 
forbidden, Is made permissive. 
Without such a legal paradox there could be 
no bookmaking on the race courses; 
without 
book 
making, which enables 
those who attend the races to bet on the results, the breeder of horses, the 
owners of racing stables and the proprietors of race courses, are 
all agreed 
that the sport, as conducted at present and for many 
years past, could not 
exist. 


Granting this fact, the easy conclusion is that horse racing is conducted 
for the sake of the gambling, and that the horses are used merely as part of 
the gambling machineri^as a roulette wheel, for Instance. 
The daily news- 
papers, which give columns and pages day in and day out to the reports of 
the races, strengthen this easy conclusion. 
Much more space is given 
and 
much m o ^ emphasis laid upon the doings of the "betting ring" than upon the 
performance of the horses that furnish the sport. 
The reporters, with great 
Industry and immense exaggeration, tell of the great 
wagers won and lost; 
and the conversion of a "shoe-string into a bank roll" 
evidently regarded as 
a greater achievement than breeding or training a stanch race horse or riding 
it to a well-earned victory. 


This conclusion is easy, but it is not fair. 
Gambling is the great handicap 
to racing—indeed, it is not too stix)ng to say that gambling is the curse of rac- 
ing; but racing is a cause of gambling rather than the desire to eamble is the 
cause of racing,—From The Century,

An Estimate of Over$35«OOOr 
0 0 0 Every Year for New York 
City Alone, While the Cnun* 
try as a Whole Suffers an An- 
nual Loss of Fully $600,000,- 
0 0 0 From Weak and Vicious 
Inhabitants* 


The most accurate statistics obtain- 
able show that crime and the result? 
of crime entail upon the city of New 
York an annual expenditure sufficient 
to build a new subway every year. 
Last year, for example, the Items ot 
expenditure fairly chargeable to this 
cause alone reached a total of $35,- 
662,133.24, an amount sufficient to -de- 
fray the cost of the Fourth Avenue 
Subway for which some Brooklynltea 
are claimorlng so 
insistently, 
and 
leave something like $10.000,000 or 
$12.000,000 over to be applied to other 
needed improvements. State, county 
and city authorities In the State, out- 
side of Greater New York, spent $42.- 
605,473 for the prevention, detection 
and punishment of crime. 


The average citizen, too busy or too 
Indifferent to regard detail^ which do 
not come under his Immediate obser- 
vation, is apt to cherish the delusion 
that the cost of maintaining the Po- 
illce Department, the criminal courts, 
prison and reformatory institutions, 
represents the cost of crime to the 
community. 
As a matter of fact, as 
he begins dimly to realize when he 
takes stock of his missing valuables 
the morning after a successful raid on 
his cozy flat, they are only a few of 
the Items which enter into the -cost of 
crime. 
One of the firs-t to be brought 
to his attention after his own direct 
personal loss will he the District-At- 
torney's office, which, with its many 
assistant« and elaborate 
machinery 
for bringing the criminal to justice, 
adds nearly half a million a year to 
the cost of crime to the city of New 
York. 
The 
figures 
for 1907 were 
$424,180, which should be added to 
the $13,849,841 appropriated for the 
maintenance of the 
Police 
Depart- 
ment.* 


Besides 
these 
more 
conspicuous 
item«, It has been pointed out by Eu- 
gene Smith, who made an exhaustive 
study of the subject for the Interna- 
tional Prison Congress a few years 
ago, that there Is hardly any item of 
public expenditure that Is not directly 
or indirect'ly enlarged by reason of 
the existence of crime that would not 
be diminished If crime would be erad- 
icated. 
Existing methods of record- 
ing such expenditures afford inade- 
quate means of ascertaining exactly 
what 
proportion 
is 
chargeable 
to 
crime. 
It would 
be impossible 
to 
say, for Instance, .what proportion of 
the time of our State legislators and 
officials i-s devoted to the preparation 
of penal statutes, the erection and 
regulation of penal institutions and ap- 
propriations for 
their 
maintenance. 
In the same way the executive depart- 
ment of the State government, which 
is charged with the enforcement of 
the law and listens to appeal from its 
judgments-, is brought 
into 
almost 
continuous contact with crime. 
Sev- 
eral cf our courts have both criminal 
and civil jurisdiction. 


The criminal business makes vastly 
greater drafts upon the public treas- 
ury, however, for the reason that in 
civil cases costs and counsel fees are 
borne by the parties at Issue, while 
in criminal 
cases all charges 
and 
fees, frequently including fees for thf- 
prisoner's attorney, are a matter of 
public expense. 
Three great murder 
trials of recent years^those of Mol- 
Ineux, Patrick and Harry K. Thaw 
—added several 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars each to the total figures of the 
cost of crime to New York. 


The military expenses of the State 
are another item 
a 
proportion 
of 
which is manifestly chargeable to the 
cost of crime, since the chief value of 
the National Guard in times of peace 
is as a standing menace to evil-doers. 
Even the regular anmy is sometimes 
called upon to perform police duty. 
Pennsylvania, Montana, Colorado, Ne- 
vada and some of the other Western 
States have had experience of this 
within recent years. 


The inmates of almshouses, 
asy- 
lums and similar institutions number 
approximately 300,000 for the country 
at large, one-fifth of which are sup- 
ported by private charity, the other 
four-fifths at a public 
expense 
of 
nearly $50,000,000 annually. 
Crime 
more than all other causes combined 
operates to crowd these public insti- 
tutions and it seems a moderate esti- 
mate to ascribe to 
that 
cause 
ax 
least one-half cf the expense of main- 
taining public charities. 
That means 
a little more than $3,000,000 for the 
city of New York. 


The Sheriff's office is another insti- 
tution one-half the' expense of v/hich 
has been assigned to crime, and th-a 
same proportion is held to be just of 
yariousiother departimsnts of city and 
county administrations, including the 
Department 
of 
Public 
Buildings, 
Lighting and Supplies, th? Coroners 
Office and rents paid for offices and 
'buildings in Avhich to house the sev- 
eral departments of government. 


Other items of public expc-nse prop- 
erly chargeable in part to crime and 
the results of crim^ are the mainten- 
ance of the County Clerk's office, the 
Department of Finance, the Depart 
ment of Taxes^ Cummi^sioners of Ac 
counts, the Deiiartment of Health, the 


Pire Dppartmenb, each In the propor- 
tion of 20 per cent., and Law Depart- 
ment, Commissioner of Jurors and Su- 
preme Court expenses, each 10 per 
cent. 
In the total estimate should 
also be Included 10 per^oent. of the 
Interes't on the public debt and 10 
per cent, of the redeonptlon fund. 
A 
similar proportion of the city debt It- 
self, likewise properly assignable to 
the same cause, amounts to |78,S66,- 
100. 


Rew^nt outbreaks of Black 
Hand 
and other crimes of violence amonjr 
aliens have Induced a popular belief 
that this class constitutes the larger 
part 
of 
our 
criminal 
population. 
Doubtless this belief has arisen from 
the spectacular display with which 
certain bands of organized alien crim- 
inals surround their work, for. the 
fact« are less alarming when consid- 
ered In the light of additional infor- 
mation. On June 30, 1904, the date to 
which a census of the prison popula- 
tion of the United Stages was com- 
piled as a supplement to the last com- 
plete census of the oóuntry, the per- 
sons regarded as Inmates of prisons 
numbered 81,772. Of this number only 
12.945, or 15.8 per cent, of the whole, 
were of foreign birth, while the for- 
eign born percentage of total popula- 
tion was 19.5. 


That there is an Increasing ten- 
dency to crime among aliens, in this 
State at least, was pointed out by 
Commodore A. V. Wadhams, of 
the 
State Board of Parole, who stated at 
a recent meeting of the National Lib- 
eral Immigration League that in 1906 
they formed 33 per cent, of the prison, 
population of the State, having In- 
creased 'by about 13 per cent, sinca- 
1900. Within the past year there has 
been a further increase to 46 per 
cent. 


To formulate anything more than 
an approximate estimate of the cost 
of crime to 
the country at 
large^ 
would, of course, be a task almost Im- 
possible of accomplishment, for the 
reason that in country districts rec- 
ords are much more imperfectly kept, 
while the proportionate cost of crime 
is undoubtedly higher. 
The cost of 
crime included In taxation In New 
York City is about $6 per capita of 
population, the highest In the country. 
In San Francisco it is estimated at 
about $5, and other cities from $4 to 
?4.50. 


It is probably well within the limits 
of safety to say that the total direct 
cost of crlm-e to the country at large 
is about $600.000.000 or $700,000,000 
annually. 
Criminal losses by fire last 
year totalled about $100.000.000, while- 
the loss of wages of some 250,000 pris- 
oners in State, city and county jails 
and prisons amounted to something 
over $50.000,000. 
There are at the^ 
presen time about 100.000 criminals 
confined in the State prisons of the 
country, and it is estimated that from 
five to ten times as many more are 
successful in eluding the law. 
From 
statistics presentid to the Prison As- 
sociation of New York some years ago 
it has been ascertained that persons 
who follow crime as a business rea- 
lize 
from 
spoliation 
of 
the 
public $1,600 each per annum. When 
it is considered that the receivers of 
stolen goods get the lion's share of 
the profit, some idea is obtained of 
how great the cost to the community 
really is.—New York World. 


To Fish From Motor Car Sleigh. 
Three years ago Capt. Halgren con- 
ceived the idea of a sleigh run by an 
engine and 
propelled by a 
spiked 
wheel which caught In the Ice. 
He 
built several sleighs, but did not suc- 
ceed in getting one that operated sat- 
isfactorily. 
This season he took his 
sleigh to a gas engine works and had 
a t'wo horse-power 
gasoline 
engine 
built with a pair of friction clutches^ 
to operate on the same plan as an 
automobile, with a spiked wheel which 
was fitted so that It would rise or 
fall when going over rough ice or 
snow. 


The sleigh is a common 
fisherman's 
sleigh, with the engine 
attachment, 
but It has been run at a speed ranging 
from ten to fifteen miles an hour with 
perfect ease. 
The 
sleight will be 
used this winter for fishing at Pesh- 
tigo Harbor and the captain expect» 
to he able to make the distance be- 
tweeaii this city and Peshtigo Harbor 
in about one-fourth of the time taken 
by the old sail sleighs under 
the 
best of conditions.—Marinette corre- 
i-pondence Milwaukee Sentinel.

GROWING FERNS IN POTS. 


Many persons have given up grow- 
ferns in pots 011 account of poor 
success with them. 
They get fine 
plants from the florist and in a few 
months they go to pieces. 
There are 
but a few tilings to know in order to 
keep ferns in good condition, and have 
them increase in beauty from year to 
year, says an authority. They must bo 
grown in a moist atmosphere. If Wept 
in a hot, dry room they will do no 
good. 
For this reason they do poorly 
in rooms heated by steam or hot water, 
unless provision is made for adding 
moisture to the air. 
A room heated 
by a hot air heater which lias an evap­ 
orating pan is the best for ferns. Also 
the soil must be kept moist at all 
times, yet 
well 
drained. 
The soil 
should be made up of peaty loam, one 
part, and leaf mold, one part, and a 
handful of bone meal to a pot.

There is as little waste 
as if shipped to cold storage. 
Even* 
ness of temperature favors keeping. 
We have known the house after being 
cooled down to nearly freezing to re« 
main weeks without varying a degree 
There is little loss 
from shrinkage, 
and we have got from twenty-five tc 
fifty cents more per barrel by holding 
the fruit awhile. 
Our orchard has 
outgrown the storage, and we are add 
ing another room built on about the

that Avould make their pursuit less 
dangerous. 
The darting gun now In 
use In the Arctic fishery had not been 
invented at that time, but the whalers 
from the Scotch ports used a harpoon- 
throwing gun, that was so big and 
heavy it had to be 
mounted 
on 
a 
swivel 
-This gun had been useful 
along the Arctic ice 
because 
of its 
range. 
The Greenland whales were 
so shy that it was difficult to get with- 
in hand-throwing range. 
While the 
gray whale was comparatively easy 
to approach, what Its hunters wanted 
was a method of striking that would 
enable them to keep out of range of 
its ready tail, and the British 
gun 
proved just the thing. 


The barrel of this gun as described 
by the maker was three feet long and 
the bore had a diameter of an inch 
and a half. The projectile was a two- 
barb harpoon of 
steel-pointed 
iron 
that was inserted, butt first, in the 
muzzle of the gun. 
The shank of the 
harpoon was slotted, and in the slot 
was a ring to which the harpoon line 
was attached. 
The charge of powder 
used in the Greenland fishery was six 
drams. 
The lock was 
of 
the 
old 
hammer style, enclosed In a brass 
box that usually protected It from the 
spray. 
The trigger was pulled 
by 
means of a cord. 
The weight of the 
gun was seventy pounds. 
When this 
gun was fired, the harpoon flew, point 
first, dragging the line behind it, to a 
range of forty yards. 


the whale with the harpoon had from 
one-sixteenth to one-twentieth. 
It la 
to be noted that the harpoon throwers 
who used the bomb-throwing guns, or 
the hand lance when fast to a whale 
that did not flght. 


In the ordinary whale fishery, the 
harpoon thrower, 
after 
fastening a 
whale to a boat went aft and allowed 
the man at the steering car—always 
one of the mates of the ship—to go 
forward and finish the killing. 
The 
members of the 
shore-station 
crew, 
having once drawn their "lays" pro- 
ceeded to divide what remained, ac- 
cording to the shares that each owned 
in the outfit, 
still another interest- 
ing peculiarity of the shore stations 
was the presence of a Chinaman, who 
was usually a cook and received for 
hls^pay the sinews of the whale taken. 


Another Curious Weapon, 


A curious weapon that was invent- 
ed for the use of the shore whalemen 
was a 
harpoon-carrying 
rocket. 
A 
harpoon was fitted to the head of the 
rocket. 
A gun barrel 
of 
the 
kind 
commonly used to fire bombs 
into 
whales was also fitted to It. By means 
of a curiously arranged trigger this 
gun barrel fired a bomb into the whale 
as soon as the harpoon had pierced it. 
Tests on the beach showed that the 
rocket had a range of 120 yards, but 
for some reason (presumably because 
it was less convenient and less accur- 
ate than a swivel gun). It was never 
poular with the whalemen. 


.Of course in this fishery, as in the 
others, the adoption of improved wea- 
pons did but shorten the life of the 
Industry. 
Ko record was ever made 
of the number of whales killed in Mag- 
dalena Bay and on the other breeding 
grounus off the coast of Mexico, but 
It has been authoritatively estimated 
that at the shore stations at least 10.- 
800 whales were taken In the course 
of twenty years after the first one was 
established. 
If one considers the num- 
ber known to haunt the coast during 
the migrations, the annual kill was 
seemingly insignificant; 
that 
is, 
it 
migJit seem so, at first thought, for on I 
the average the number was loss than 
1 per cent of the migi-ants. 


But this usual toll, 
together with 
the slaughter on the breeding grounds, 
was more than enough to destroy the 
balance of nature. 
Indeed, it Is like- 
ly that the annual 
Increase was 
no 
more than enough to 
preserve 
the 
numbers of the schools in the pres- 
ence of the natural causes of death, 
before the whalemen began the slaugh- 
ter, and that the 
Invasion 
of 
the 
breeding grounds was of itself enough 
to exterminate the race. 


That the race was not destroyed 
was due to the depression in the oil 
market. 
The gray 
whales did 
not 
yield valuable bone, and as the price 
of oil fell ^ f t e r kerosene came Into 
use), the Americans abandoned the 
fishery, 
leaving It to men from the 
Azores, who were content as long as 
they were able to secure a score or 
so of whales of various kinds in the 
course of a year.—From the New York 
Evening Post.

Killing N o t an Easy Task, 


The work of killing California gray 
•whales while 'the fishery lasted had

tools to which they were accustomed. 
The boats adopted at the first shore 
stations were purchased from whale- 
ships having ouliils to spare, and so 
were the harpoons, etc. 
In a boat 
that was pulled by four oars and that 
carried a man at the bow, ready to 
throw a harpoon, with another at the 
«tern bandling the steering oar, the 
whalemen rowed away merrily to at- 
tack this new kind of whale. 
The 
wlial^« were so fearless when bound 


Special Harpoon 
Adopted. 


In adopting this style of gun the 
California whalers made a harpoon of 
their own. 
Instead of two barbs it 
had only one, and this one was made 
in a separate piece which was affixed 
to the shank of the harpoon in such 
a way that when fired from the gun 
the barb lay close beside the head of 
the shank. 
After it had entered the 
wh^le, 
however, and a 
strain 
was 
brought on the line, the barb turned 
around the end of the shank, form- 
ing a cross like a T. It was thus firm- 
ly anchored in the whale. The charge 


1 of powder used in California was four- 


teen drams, 
The line was made of 
manila fibre, as soft as silk. 


Having a gun that would throw a 
harpoon to a range of forty yards, tho 
whalemen had space enough between 
their boat and the agile gray whale to 
enable them to dodge—usually—and 
thus they found time for using the 
deadly shoulder gun. 


The Pacific Coast fishery was pecu- 
liar in the ferocious character of the 
whales that were most numerous, and 
in the use of these swivel guns. 
No- 
where else in the United States have 
such guns become fashionable. 
An- 
other peculiarity in the fishery at the 
shore station was found in the fact 
that the crews in most cases were 
partners 
and not employes of 
ono 
man or company, or, rather it should 
be said that they were at once own- 
ers and employes. 


When a whale was "saved" each 
man received a ''lay" in proportion to 
tlie^ork he had done. Thus the men 
who pulled the oars received a "lay" 
of from 
one-sixtieth 
to 
one-seven- 
tieth of the product. 
The men who 
steered the 
boats 
received 
usually 
one-fortieth, while the men who «truck 


There appeared in the East River 
the other day a steamer having four 
masts which were set not ranging fore 
and aft In line amidships, as masts 
commonly are but In pairs, one pair 
forward and the other aft, and with 
the pairs as thus set ranging athwart- 
ships, making a strange looking rig. 
But a closer view showed these masts 
to be derrick 
masts such as 
many 
steamers carry, only differently plac- 
ed. 


This steamer was 
the Norwegian 
tramp Pollux, 
a vessel 257 feet in 
length and 
of a cargo capacity 
of 
about 2000 tons. For a vessel of her 
size she has unusually large hatches, 
designed to take In engines or ma- 
chinery or other large pieces of freight 
She has one such hatch aft and anoth- 
er forward, and forward-of the latter 
another smaller hatch. 


The after pair of derrick masts rise 
from the two forward corners of the 
big forward hatch, and between that 
and the hatch further forward. The 
masts are supported by stays running 
down from the mastheads of each pair 
to the sides of the vessel, and each 
pair to the sides of the vessel, and 
each pair as a brace running across 
from masthead to masthead. 


Up the inboard side of each must 
are set step Irons by which the mast- 
head can be 
reached. 
The 
masts, 
which are sixty-five feet in height, and 
their booms are all of steel,

Steamers with their derrick masts 
so placed are 
rare. 
The owners of 
this vessel, which is about three years 
old, have another steamer of the same 
dimensions, built at the same time and 
similarly rigged, this sister ship being 
now trading in Chinese waters.

officer of tho Pollux said that there 
are two larger steamers of recent con- 
struction, one a Swedish and the oth- 
er a German vessel, each having ^ev- 
en or eight derrick masts, which are 
not stepped 
in line amidships, 
but 
ranging in two lines neartr the sides,

CLEAXIXG FEATHERS. 


Many feathers beside’ those of geese 
and ducks can be made available by 
the farm family, if properly deodor­ 
ized and cared for. The old plan was 
to bake them, but a thrifty sister 
sends me the following: “Every time 
you kill a chicken, try this: The fowl 
should be a grown one, with few or 
no pin feathers. 
Pick dry, if you 
choose, or scald before picking. 
Save 
all fine, soft, quilless leathers; or, if 
you choose, strip the quills and throw 
the bony part away. 
Scald the leath­ 
ers, and let cool enough to wash them 
well with the hands; wash until clean, 
if it takes a dozen waters; then pour on 
boiling water again, and let stand un­ 
til cool enough to wring out by hand, 
wringing and squeezing them as dry 
as possible; then, if the sun is shining 
(and I hope it is), put them out, thinly 
spread, to dry on any clean place; if 
the sun is not shining, put them into a 
large dripping pan, a panful at a time, 
and dry in a quite hot oven (being 
watchful so they will not scorch or 
burn, as this ruins them), stirring very 
often. 
After they are all washed and 
dried, put them in a stout bag and 
beat them well, so as to make them 
fluffy. If they are cleaned thoroughly, 
in this manner, using a good soap suds 
minute*.

Gathering Olives. 


The olives now change from green 


to dark purple which gleams- in the 
sun, aad the women are set to work 
to pick up the berries, which the 
November gales have shaken down. 
(The olives which give the oil are 
not the same as the green ones that 
one eats; these are gathered ia the 
early fall and pickled with lye.) The 
olive-picking is long and toilsome, 
particularly the part asclgaed to the 
womea, who have to collect all the 
fallen berries—aad very cold work it 
is for them whea winter is on. Their 
little earthenware pots full of hot 
ashes barely thaw their numbed fin- 
gers, and their poor knees ache for 
days after. 


Then men climb the trees with a 


basket strapped in front of them, and, 
drawing the laden branches towards 
them, strip them of the fruit with an 
action as of milking a cow.

A deed which is 145 years old and writ- 
ten on real sheepskin has appeared in 
Hanover. 
The deed was given by AVifl- 
iam Penn's heirs to John Hamilton for a 
tract of 213 acres, ''situate in Mountpleas- 
ant township, in the county of York," 
now, Adams county, 
Fof the last fifty 
years the property has been known as the 
'*Heltzel farm,'' but is owned at present 
by Daniel Long, who resides in Pennville. 
near Hanover. 


The patent was given the 21sf day of 
June, 17G3, during the fifth year of the 
reign of King George Til over Great Brit- 
ain. 
The right is given to all *'niines, 
minerals, qnanies, meadows, eavannahp, 
swamps, woods, timber, waterways and 
water courses" 
It also sets forth the 
right to "hawk, hunt, fit-h and fowl." A 
peculiarity of tho parchment is that it is 
much wider than it is long.

About a third of It is 
put Into wheat each year and the 
number of bushels sown Is the meas- 
ure of its size. 
The grain Is sent 
to the local mills to be ground into 
flour and the straw, chopped up and 
mixed with grass, Is eaten by the 
oxen. 


The farm work Is 'all done by a 
pair of beautiful white Tuscan oxen, 
whose strength Is. prodigious. He 
tells how he once saw a restive ox, 
who was abput to be shod, by one 
kick floor six men who. with a rope 


stone revolve till he Is tired and his 
comrade takes his place. 
The olives 
are divided Into two parts. The first 
is crushed till thè olives arc turned 
Into an oily mash, which is then 
stuffed in bags of cocoa-nut fibre 
called ^'cages'* and put under a screw, 
and the oil forced out. 
While the 
first lot of berries are being pressed 
the second lot are crushed, the pro- 
cess la gono through twice with each 
lot and the result Is an oil of the 
first quality. 
Second quality oil is 
made by turning boiling water on the 
olive "paste" and grinding and press- 
ing once more.

clear until the dealers come up and, 
digging Into the oil u fore-finger, 
which they gravely suck, proceed to 
make an offer.

Gathering Olives, 


The olives now change from green 
to dark purple which gleams- in the 
sun, and the women are set to work 
to pick up the berries, which the 
November gales have shaken down. 
(The olives which give the oil are 
not the same as the green ones that 
one eats; these are gathered in the 
early fall and pickled with Jye.) The 
olive-picking Is long and 
toilsome, 
particularly the part asclgned to the 
women, who have to collect all the 
fallen berries—and very cold work it 
is for them when winter is on. Their 
little earthenware pots full of hot 
ashes barely thaw their numbed fin- 
gers, and their poor knees ache for 
days after. 


Then men climb the trees with a 
basket strapped in front of them, and, 
drawing the laden branches towards 
them, strip them of the fruit with an 
action as of milking a cow. 


The olives picked from the treeg 
are kept separate from those that are 
picked up on the ground, for the lat- 
ter, 
Ijeing generally

with

to turn and the farmer's life Is one 
constant round of work but fortu- 
nately for him Italy has many saints' 
da3's which are invariably observed 
as holidays. 
The grain is all cut with 
a sickle and every one reaps for dear 
life that the grain may be gathered 
while the good weather lasts. Th^n 
comes threshing, which Is done with 
flails and the winnowing with shov- 
els. 
No sooner is the harvest over 
and a little rest enjoyed than comes 
the gathering of the grapes. On 
vintage day the farm Is open to every 
one to help with the picking. The 
grapes are thrown into tall wooden 
tubs, as they are pipked, and there 
pounded till the few gyapes left are 
swimming in the sweet "must," The 
ox-cart carries these tubs just as they 
are into the vat, where In a few 
hours' time they will be fermenting 
furiously, bubbling like a geyser and 
sending up great puffs of crimson 
froth. 
The juice remains for some 
days in the vat till fermentation has 
almost ceased, then it is drawn off 
and the skins pressed for the wine 
which they still hold. 
The wine Is 
put into butts which have first been 
thoroughly fumigated with sulphur, 
and there it reposes until it reaches 
a ripe old age. 


After the wine Is-safely 
stored 
away, tho peasants have a great sup- 
per, with music and 
merry-making. 
So the year goes, sometimes nature 
Is kind and a balance is carried to 
the right Lide of the books, but In 
the long run if suificient is made to 
cover all expenses and at the same 
time provide a comfortable Hying, the 
farmer considers himself fortunate.

Bordering tb# west coast‘of IUrijH

ence as her chief city. 
On the slope

beautiful city on the banks of the 
Arno, Is the farm of rf* retired Eng­ 
lish merchant, and in the Pall Mall 
Magazine he gives a charming de­ 
scription of farm life in that far 
away country.

The great stone mill is 
set in motion by an ox which walks 
round and round the .fixed stone ba­ 
sin or “plate" and makes the upp^r 
stone revolve till he is tired and his 
comrade takes his place.

clear until the dealers come up and, 
digging into the oil k fore-finger, 
which they gravely suck, proceed to 
make an offer.

Modern Mining Regulation! 


By ELLIS O. JONES. 


The following set of iron-clad rules 
has just been received from one of the 
most prominent firms in the mining 
business. 
These rule3 show conclu­ 
sively that the recent horriblfe disas­ 
ters were due to circumstances over 
which no one could possibly have any 
control: 
* 


“Employes killed or Injured in 
mine explosions are positively for­ 
bidden from dying on the premises. 
This is purely a sanitary regulation 
insisted upon by the health board.

The Varnish of Stradivarius. 


The rediscovery of a lost art is 
claimed by Frank Delia Torre of Bal- 
timore, in.a gum varnish that seems 
to be Identical with the old Italian 
Tarnish that made the violin a suc- 
cessful musical instrument. 
In the 
time of Columbus the 
transparent 
orange red varnish was used for the 
gondolas of Venice, but in the six- 
teenth century 
a 
sumptuary 
edict 
made black compulsory for gondolas, 
and a quantity of this varnish was 
made available for the new industry 
of Cremona and was used exclusively 
by Amati Guarnerius and Stradivar- 
ius until the supply was exhausted 
about 1730. 
The material seems to 
have been made from colored gums» 
Imported from tropical Africa, 
On 
/the violin the varnish had a distin- 
guished 
and 
remarkable 
effect in 
damping out the upper 
harmonics, 
leaving the 
pure 
fundamental tone, 
and thus giving freedom from -harsh- 
ness. with great carrying ptîwer. 
In 
violins coated with the new varnish 
all harshness had 
been 
displaced, 
tests showing very favorable compari- 
son with old Cremona violins.

Japanese society, it should be ex- 
plained, is divided roughly into three 
groups, exclusive of the Emperor, who 
stands alone. Those groups are the 
"kazoku" (literally "flower family," 1. 
e., the peerage); "shizoku," or "war 
rior family,'' the modern name for the 
ancient samurai or fighting class, and 
"heimiu,*' or masses. 
Before the pres- 
ent era of Meiji there existed a fourth 
class known as the "eta," who were 
practically outcasts, to whom were rel- 
egated special occupations held in un- 
iversal contempt, such as tanning, cob- 
bling and scavmiging, while in many 
cases they served as executioners of 
common criminals. 


After the revolution which resulted 
in the downfall of the Shogunate and 
the restoration of the Emperor to ac- 
tual power, 
the "eta" 
classiflcallon 
was abolished, but custom and tradi- 
tion die hard in Japan, as elsewhere, 
and, although in the eyes of the law 
the descendants of these pariahs enjoy 
the same rights as all other "heimin,'' 
with whom they have been merged, 
they continue largely to mouoix)llze 
their former callings and help to swell 
the ranks of "kojiki," or beggars, who 
Infest the great highways of the em- 
pire and form regular colonies in par- 
ticular spots. No doubt in individual 
cases the iron barriers of convention 
have been razed, but, speaking gen- 
erally, no pure "heimin" would be 
willing to regard as a social equal th"e 
known descendant 
of this 
despised 
caste. Before the Meiji era the line 
of demarcation could not be crossed, 
or if a member of the samurai class so 
far demeaned himself as to wed an 
"eta" woman be thereby^ forfeited his 
privileges as a samurai.' An incident 
of this kind furnishes W. B. Mltford, 
now Lord Redesdale, with the plot of 
one of his true stories of old Japan- 


It was pointed out by the introducer 
of the representation that the special 
necessity for the "heimin" classifica- 
tion no longer existed, since it was to- 
day well understood that those having 
no special designation were common 
people, and that no confusion could 
possibly arise while the members of 
the other two orders continued to be 
described by their proper titles. On 
the other hand, the concellation of this 
discriminating formality would effect 
a vast saving of time and trouble now 
required in the filling up of residen- 
tial reports and all other ofllcial docu- 
ments. 


The representation was finally re- 
ferred to a special committee for more 
detailed consideration—Tokio 
corre- 
spondence of the- New York Tribune. 


Railroad Laborers Able to Get Along 


on Le«t Than Ten Dollar« a Month. 
That Italian 
laborers save more 
money at the same wages than any 
other European immigraiits is a state- 
ment made in a report of the Depart 
nient of Commerce and Liibor, 
Th« 
reason is easily found. 


A great majority of the unskilled la- 
borers in this country are employed 
in railroad construction and similar 
undertakings which are usually carried 
on where there are no accommodatiOna 
for boarding and lodging the men. The 
boarding camp thus becomes essential 
to the contracting company. 


In the case of men of all nationali- 
ties except the Italians a fixed charge 
is made for the boarding an& 'lodging 
of each man. 
The Italians, however 
insist on baying and cooking their own 
food. 


Investigation of the records of a con- 
tracting company employing many la- 
boréis of various nationalities in rail- 
road construction showed that the ac- 
tual cost to the company for grocer- 
ies, provisions, and payment for cooks 
waiters, fuel, light, etc., at its board- 
ing camps was 19 cents a meal, or $3,- 
99 a week for each 
man. The men 
were charged ?1S a month for board 
and lodging. 


The Italians at the 
camps of the 
same company lived mostly on macar- 
oni, sausage, 
cheese, sardines ' and 
bread, macaroni and bread being the 
staples, and the others used very spar- 
ingly. The average monthly expense 
of each laborer was as follows: Twen- 
tj'-five one and one-half pound loaves 
of bread at 8 cents $2; thirty pounds 
of macaroni at 7 cents, $2.10; sausage, 
sardines and cheese, $1.50; lard, 90 
cents. 


Most of the Italians, in addition to 
that amount, spent an average of $3 
a month for beer, cheap cigars and to- 
bacco, which, with the expenses of $1 
a month for shanty rent, brought the 
total cost of living up to about ?li) 
a month. 


An examination of the records of 
three railroad systems In New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey for 1905 
and 1906 gives accurate figureh on the 
earnings, and cost of living of large 
numbers of Italians under the usual 
commissionary system. 
The average 
earnings for a representative month in 
1906 for eighty-nine gangs, numbering 
1,530 men, were $37.07. The cost of all 
food was $5.30 and shanty rent and 
sundries, $1.40, 
or a total of 
$3.70, 
leaving a surplus of $30.28.

The Varnish of Stradivarius. 


The rediscovery of a lost art is 
claimed by Frank Della Torre of Bal­ 
timore, in .a gum varnish that seems 
to be identical with the old Italian 
Tarnish that made the violin a suc­ 
cessful musical instrument. 
In the 
time of Columbus the 
transparent 
orange red varnish was used for the 
gondolas of Venice, but in the six­ 
teenth century 
a »sumptuary 
edict 
made black compulsory for gondolas, 
and a quantity of this varnish was 
made available for the new industry 
of Cremona and was used exclusively 
by Amati Guarnerius and Stradivar- 
lus until the supply was exhausted 
about 1730. 
The material seems to 
have been made from colored gums, 
imported from tropical Africa. 
On 
/the violin the varnish had a distin­ 
guished 
and 
remarkable 
effect in 
damping out the upper 
harmonics, 
leaving the 
pure 
fundamental tone, 
and thus giving freedom from -harsh­ 
ness, with great carrying power. 
In 
violins coated with the new varnish 
all harshness had 
been 
displaced, 
tests showing very favorable compari­ 
son with old Cremona violins.

Japanese society, it should be ex­ 
plained, is divided roughly into three 
groups, exclusive of the Emperor, who 
stands alone. 
Those groups are the 
“kazoku” (literally “flower family,” i, 
e., the peerage); "shizoku,” or “war­ 
rior family,M the modern name for the 
ancient samurai or fighting class, and 
,*heimin,’, or masses. 
Before the pres­ 
ent era of Meiji there existed a fourth 
class known as the “eta,” who were 
practically outcasts, to whom were rel­ 
egated special occupations held in un­ 
iversal contempt, such as tanning, cob­ 
bling and scavenging, while in many 
cases they served as executioners of 
common criminals. 


After the revolution which resulted 
in the downfall of the Shogunate and 
the restoration of the Emperor to ac­ 
tual power, 
the “eta’1 
classification 
was abolished, but custom and tradi­ 
tion die hard in Japan, as elsewhere, 
and, although in the eyes of the law 
the descendants of these pariahs enjoy 
the same rights as all other “heimin,0 
with whom they have been merged, 
they continue largely to monopolize 
their former callings and help to swell 
the ranks of "koji^,*' 01* beggars, who 
Infest the great highways of the em­ 
pire and form regular colonies in par­ 
ticular spots. 
No doubt in individual 
cases the iron barriers of convention 
have been razed, but, speaking gen­ 
erally, no pure “heimin” would be 
willing to regard as a social equal the 
known descendant 
of this 
despised 
caste. 
Before the Meiji era the line 
of demarcation could not be crossed, 
or if a member of the samurai class so 
far demeaned himself as to wed an 
“eta” woman he thereby^ forfeited his 
privileges as a samurai.’ An incident 
of this kind furnishes W. B. Mitford, 
now Lord Redesdale, with the plot of 
one of his true stories of old Japan. 


It was pointed out by the introducer 
of the representation that the special 
necessity for the “heimin” classifica­ 
tion no longer existed, since it was to­ 
day well understood that those having 
no special designation were common 
people, and that no confusion could 
possibly arise while the members of 
the other two orders continued to be 
described by their proper titles. On 
the other hand, the concellation of this 
discriminating formality would effect 
a vast saving of time and trouble now 
required in the filling up of residen­ 
tial reports and all other official docu­ 
ments.

Railroad Laborers Able to Get Along 


on Less Than Ten Dollars a Month. 
That Italian 
laborers save more 
money at the same wages than any 
other European immigrants is a state 
ment made in a report of the Depart 
ment of Commerce and Labor. 
Tha 
reason is easily found. 


A great majority of the unskilled la­ 
borers in this country are employed 
in railroad construction and similar 
undertakings which are usually carried 
on where there are no accommodations 
for boarding and lodging the men. Tho 
boarding camp thus becomes essential 
to the contracting company. 


In the case of men of all nationali­ 
ties except the Italians a fixed charge 
is made for the boarding an& lodging 
of each man. 
The Italians, however 
insist on baying and cooking their own 
food. 


Investigation of the records of a con­ 
tracting company employing many la- 
borefs of various nationalities in rail­ 
road construction showed that the ac­ 
tual cost to the company for grocer­ 
ies, provisions, and payment for cooks 
waiters, fuel, light, etc., at its board­ 
ing camps was 19 cents a meal, or $3,- 
99 a week for each 
man. 
The men 
were charged ?1S a month for board 
and lodging. 


The Italians at the 
camps of the 
same company lived mostly on macar­ 
oni, sausage, 
cheese, sardines 'and 
bread, macaroni and bread being the 
staples, and the others used very spar­ 
ingly. 
The average monthly expense 
of each laborer was as follows: Twen­ 
ty-five one and one-half pound loaves 
of bread at 8 cents $2 ; thirty pounds 
of macaroni at 7 cents, $2.10; sausage, 
sardines and cheese, $1.50; lard, 90 
cents. 


Most of the Italians, in addition to 
that amount, spent an average of $3 
a month for beer, cheap cigars and to­ 
bacco, which, with the expenses of $1 
a month for shanty rent, brought the 
total cost of living up to about $1-0 
a month. 


An examination of the records of 
three railroad systems in New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey for 1905 
and 1906 gives accurate figureb on the 
earnings, and cost of living of large 
numbers of Italians under the usual 
commissionary system. 
The average 
earnings for a representative month in 
1906 for eighty-nine gangs, numbering 
1,530 men, were $37.07. The cost of all 
food was $5.30 and shanty rent and 
sundries, $1.40, 
or a total of 
$3.70, 
leaving a surplus of $30.28. 


These figures furnish one o f the 
most 
potent explanations 
of 
the 
great amount of money sent by post- 
office orders to Italy. 
In 190G the 
amount sent to all countries was $02,- 
435,343, and of 
this $36,79S,5S2, 
or 
58.9 per cent, went to Italy, and the 
Slavic countries. 


The total amount sent to Italy was 
$16,239,134, against $20,559,428 *to Rus­ 
sia and Austria-Hungary, which coun­ 
tries have twice as many representa­ 
tives in the United States as Italy.— 
Washington Post. 
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Lord 
Rayleigh Elected Chancellor of 
University of Cambridge 


Lord Rayleigh has been un'anim- 
OHsIy elected chancellor of Cambridge 
university in succession to tho late 
Duke of Devonshire. 


The new chancellor is perhaps the 
most versatile peer in the realm. He 
is tho discoverer of argon In the at­ 
mosphere, for which he won a Noble 
prlie, and is the foremost authority 
on tho science of sound. 


He is an expert on explosive, a suc­ 
cessful dairyman, an ardent support­ 
er of women’s suffrage, and a con­ 
servative.

Chicago University Withdraws From 
Contests With Other Colleges. 


Chicago.—ITp4o-date “Man of the 
Hour“ oratory» as taught by the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, has forced that in­ 
stitution to give up all inter-collegiate 
contests with its sister universities. 
It is declared that flowery oratory is 
prized too highly by judges who de­ 
cide against Chicago speakers. So the 
Chicago 
institution 
has 
withdrawn 
from the Central Oratorical and the 
Northern Oratorical Leagues, with the 
explanation that “it Is difficult to se­ 
cure judges who are able to get out­ 
side of the ancient methods of judg­ 
ing.” 


“Training in our public speaking de­ 
partment,” 
asserted 
Prof. 
Solomon 
Clark yesterday, “is the development 
of thought and naturalness of expres­ 
sion, rather than the mechanical ges­ 
tures which characterize the styles 
of many representatives of other col­ 
leges.”

Shanghai-Nankin railway has been ex­ 
tended to Shinklang and should 
be 
completed within a few months 
to 
Nankin; the Kalgan railway, built en­ 
tirely by Chinese, of which the first 
section was opened on September 30, 
1906, has been steadily pushed forward, 
the Chentung-Taiuan branch of the Pe- 
ldn-Hankow line was opened on De­ 
cember 6, the construction of the 182 
miles having taken three years and 
three months, while another branch 
from Kaifeng to Clienchou was opened 
earlier in the year. Work on the Can- 
ton-Kowloon railway is also 
being 
pushed on rapidly.—North China Her­ 
ald.
